3.1 The Advisory Committee shall assist the government 
m devising suitable strategy for making India the most pre¬ 
ferred destination for investment in Communication and In¬ 
formation Technology sector, thereby accelerating socio-eco¬ 
nomic development, generating employment opportunities 
leading to accretion in the national wealth. 

3.2 The Comrnittee shall suggest such measures for achiev¬ 
ing the above-iiaid obfectives, as are -commensurate with 
national aspirations and involve productive usage of emerg¬ 
ing economies in various sectors.

No. F. 22-20/98'Desk (SAI).—The Government of India 
have decided to set up an All India Council of Sports.. 

L PREAMBLE : 

Whereas games and sports are essential for development 
of human resources and play an important lole in piojecting 
the image of the country at inteimtional levri, it has been 
decided to setup “The All IndiD Council of Sports” as an 
advisory body. 

2. AIMS AND OBJECTIVES : 

The Council will be an advisoiy body for the Ministry of 
Youth Affairs & Sports. It will have the aims and objectives 
as indicated below :— 

(i) To advise the Ministry of Youth Affairs and Sports 
on implementation of policies for promotion of 
sports and games in the country. 

(ii) To advise the Ministiy of Youth Affairs and Sports 
on steps to implement the plan of action on National 
Sports Policy. 

(iii) To advise the Ministry of Youth Affairs and Sports 
on matters and issues pertaining to functioning of 
National Sports Federations. 

(iv) To advise the Ministry of Youth Affairs and Sports 
on ways and means to ra-se resources for the pro¬ 
motions of sports and games in the country. 

(v) To advise Ministry of Youth Affairs and Sports 
on the effective functioning of State Snorts Acade¬ 
mies. 
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(vi) To advise the Ministry of Youth Affairs and Sports 
on matters relating to preparation of national teams 
for multi disciplinary international events. 

To advise the Ministry of Youth Affairs and Sports 
on policies which affect the participation of Indian 
teams abroad. 

(viii) To advise the MinMiy of Youth Affrirs and Sports 
on ways and means to maximise the medal prospects 
of the Indian contingent in Olympic Games and 
other major infernational championships, 

(ix) To advise the Ministry of Youth Affairs and Sports 
on matters relating to prevention of drug abuse in 
sports. 

(x) To advise the Ministry of Youth Affairs and Sports 
on issues arising out of match fixing and other 
malpractices in competitive sports. 

(xi) To advise the Ministry of Youth Affairs and Sports} 
on ways and means to promote indigenous games 
in the country.

3. COMPOSITION : 

The Council will be composed of the following; members : 
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the government, however, it will not be binding and obliga¬ 
tory on government. 

The Council may organize national international con-' 
ferences, semintus, symposia etc, for promotion of sports and 
games in tb© coun^rv. 

5. MEMBERSHIP • 

{i) Where the person becomes a member of the Council 
by virtue of his office or appointment which he. 
holds, Ins membership of the Council shall terminate 
when hs ceases to hold that office or appointment. 

Oi) Members of the Council nominated from amongst 
the members both Houses of Parliament shall 
cease to be me Jaers of the Council on the dissolu¬ 
tion of the House or on the expiry of their term or 
on ceasing to be the members of the House, which 
ever is earlier. 

6. TENURE : 

The term of all members except ex officio shall be three 
years provided that government may terminate tenure of 
any members before completion of the said term and fill up 
the resultant vacancy with any other person.

8. RESIGNATION FROM MEMBERSHIP AND DATE OF 
ITS EFFECT ; 

When member desires to resign his membership of the 
Council, he shall forward his letter of resignation to the 
Secretary (YA & S) who shall forthwith submit the same 
for cons deration of the P^ esid^mt.
